MADAME WANTS HENS 


Wife of France's Ex-President and 


State Department in ‘Amusing 
Quarrel 

Paris, France.—An amusiag exam- 
ple of official red tape is furnished hy 
a dispute between a state department 
and ex-President Fallieres about the 
poultry yard, which Mme. Fallieres’ 
kept at the presidential chateau of 
Rambouillet. 

Mme. Fallieres found when she 
took up residence a very inferior breed 
of poultry to that which she boasted 
at her country home in Lot-et-Garon- 
ne. She imported thirty-four of her 
best poultry, and the state department 
of domains added two black Houdan 
cockerels. 

Now that she has left the official 
residence, Mme, Fallieres proposes to 
take her poultry with ner. But .the 
department has intervened Mme. 
Fallieres took thirtywfour fowls to 
Rambouillet,, said the depar‘ment. 
Mme. Fallieres is at liberty to take 
away thirty-four fowls—no more. 

The ex-president’s wife protested 
in seven years the 
original fowls had multiplied consia- 
erably The department-replied that 
in that case the imported hens had 
taken the place é6f the . iginal num- 
ber which Mme, Fallieres found on 
arrival, and that tLey consequently did 
not belong to her. Moreover, pro- 
ceeded the department, if the number 
has increased so greatly, the poultry 
must be the descendants of the two 
state cockerels. 

Mme. Fallieres replied fthat the 
state cockerels died long ago. Gran‘ed, 
said the department, then the cocker- 
els which are there now take the place 
of those so generously provided by 
the state.

AGRICULTURE GROWTH, 


Creater Wheat Area and Crop Yield 
and, Imprevement in Mixed Fasm- 
ing Reported 

Edmonton, Alta.—The report of the 
Aiberta department of agriculture. 
covering the werk of the department 
for 1912, was lai. on the table in the 
legislature by the minister of agricul- 
ture, Hon. Duncan Marshall. The 
report shows that there has been 
great activity in al lines of the de 
partmental work. Crop _ statistics 
are hardly complete, as final returns 
to be made by threshers have not all 
been received; it is estimated how- 
ever that when all the returns are 
in they will . show appfoximately 
2,525,708 acres in crop, giving a total 
yield of all kinds of grain of 64,560.- 
130 bushels. This is an increase of 
793,000 acres and 13,625,5:. bushels 
over 1911. To assist in gathering the 
harvest 8,000 harvesters were brought 
into the province, through the work of 
the department's officials at Winni- 
peg. P 

The high nrice paid for milk and 
cream, while somewhat detrimental 
to creameries has given great incent- 
ive to dairymen, and many farmers 
are now milking more cows than for- 
merly. The total value of cream and 
butter and cheese produced in the pro- 
vince during the year is estimated at 
$1,250,000. 

A rapidly growing interest in poul- 
try raising is reported by the poultry 
superintendent. The markets, gener- 
ally speaking, were good, anda mark- 
ed improvement is noted in the quan- 
tity and quality of dressed poultry of- 
fered for sale.

sulted in enormous losses to the Bul- 
gariams, with small gain of ground. 

Nevertheless the attack was renew- 

ed, and. on Tuesday and Wednesday 
the important forts ‘composing the 
inner ring of the defences were taken 
after hard fighting. 
Those accounts of the battle which 
have come from Bulgarian sources 
make no mention of the Servians,, of 
whom there seems to have been a 
good deal of jealousy among King 
Ferdinand s troops. 

The Servians, on the other hand, 
whd have only issued a brief report 
of the capture, divide the credit with 
their allies and are apparently not 
quite so eager to hide their heavy 
losses. According to a despatch re- 
ecived at Belgrade from Mustapha 
Pasha, the sacrifices were very hea. 
The Servian thirteenth and the Bul- 
garian eighteenth’ regiments were 
blown up by mines, and many other 
regiments sustained great losses, All 
the reserve hospitals’ have been put 
in order to receive thousands of 
wounded.

While he lived 
he looked for the city which hatn 
foundations whose buildér and maker 
is‘God (Heb, xi, 10, 16), and he is 
still waiting for it and for the com- 
plete fulfillment of the promises miade 
to him as heir of the world (Rom. iv, 
13).

It is restful to see Isaac dwelling by 
the well Lahai-roi, the well of Him 
that liveth and seeth,me (xxv,’ 11; 
xvj, 14, margin). He was forty years 
old when ‘he married Rebekah, and he 
was sixty when the ‘twins Jacob .anc 
Esau were born. It forebodes_ tréu- 
ble to read that Isaac loved Esau, but 
tebekah loved Jacob (xxv, 26-28), and 
the reason given for Isaac's love for 
Esau does sound very eartuly. 
Futures were not any more real to 
Esau than they: are to multitudes to- 
day. A mesa of pottage was more to 
him as a hungry man than his birth- 
right (xxv, 29-34), and, for this he is 
spoken of as a profane person, or, ac- 
cording to Weymouth, ungodly (Heb. 
xii, 16), Think of the profanity 
bounding everwhere because the god 
of this world is blinding so many 
eyes to the realities of the future king- 


‘dom and glory. 


In chapter xxvi we read of Isaac's 
failure on the same line on which his 
father had failed twice, in calling his 
wife his sister to save his own life 
(Gen. xii and xx). In xxvi, 4, we 
have the star promise confirmed to 
Isaac, and in verses 12-16 we see h 
greatly the Lord blessed him and how 
very rich the blessing of th Lord 
makes one. 

A beautiful incident is related in 
verses 17 to 33 as to how yielding in- 
stead of strife makes manifest the 
life of Christ in us. The Philistines 
had filled up some of Abraham's wells. 
Isaac reopened one, and then they 
claimed it as theirs, and he let them 
h ve it. When he reopened another 
a third for some reason they did not. 
Later they came 
to him to make a covenant with him 
and gave as their reason fc desiring 
it. “We saw certainly that. the 
Lord was with thee” (verse 28). Had 
he contended with them and insisted 
the wells, which would 
have been quite right in the eyes of 
the world, they would have seen Isaac 
and not the Lord, but he had learned 
the lesson of rather taking wrong and 
suffering |imself to be defrauded (1 
Cor. vi, 7). It is most interesting to 
note that the sime day his servants

It is indeed sad to have to turn 
from such a beautiful incident to the 
lesson for today, which is 4 record of 
awful deceit and lying and, worst of 
all, a mother putting her son up to it 
and calling down the consequences 
upon her own head (xxvii, 13).

FOUR PLANETARY SYSTEM. ~ 


Seen From the y Hegeas Fixed Star ie 
Would Be = T’ ere 
Tt is only when we regard our globe 


|-a8 a member of the planetary system, 


and that system in turn as a unit 
among the systems, that we realize 
bow influitesimal are its concerts and 
pas relatively insignificant it ts. 

We may for practical purposes treat 
the orbit of Neptune as the circuimfer- 
ence of our planetary system and state 
the diameter of it therefore as about 
6,486,000,000 miles. 

But if we could suppose all this vast 
plane. converted into a solid disk in- 
stead of ‘being, as now, for the most 
part empty space, and if to it were 
then given by some means or other a 
slightly luminous surface, it would ap- 
pear to the observer upon the very 
nearest fixed star no more pretentious 
than a new twenty-five cent piece glit- 
tering in the sunshine would appear to 
an observer at a distance of something 
over a hundred yards. 

We may safely say, then, for those 
who concern themselves with the 
earth's loss of heat, that the annual 
thermal loss of our own little splrere, 
though sufficient to melt 777 cubic 
miles of ice, would, even though muliti- 
plied by centuries of centuries, no more 
affect the temperature of space than 
the striking of a match would avail to 
moderate the climate of Siberia.—Har- 
per’s Weekly. . 


THE HUMAN SKULL. 


Many a Fracture Is Averted by Its 
Great Elasticity. 

Fortunately the human skull, al- 
though composed of bones, is elastic, 
much more so than one would think. 
The average male adult skull, in fact, 
says the Scientific American, is so 
elastic that it may be compressed 
laterally in diameter by a blow or by 
pressure, applied at the center of area, 
at right angles to the surface at that 
point, by ene and a half centimeters or 
about six-tenths of an inch, recovering 
its original diameter and form without 
breakage. 

The material of which our bones is 4 
made ts so highly resistant that a 
cylindrical -plece thereof only one 
square millimeter or 0.00155 square 
inch in area (1. e., only 1.128 millimeter 
or 0.044 inch 1 diameter) has a:teusic 
strength of fifteen kilograms or thirty 
three pounds avoirdupols, figuring out | 
at about 21,300 pounds per square 
inch. 

A similar sample of hard wood. test: | 
ed in the same manner, held only ten | 
kilograms—that is, bone has 50 per | 
cent more tensile strength than wood |

With the 
smashed leg from which he will hob- 
ble all the remainder of his days, he 
crawled thirty miles from where he 
was hit at Lule Burgas to the field 
hospital at Chorlu, But now he is 
crying, because as he says, he would 
rather they had let him die. 

| The doctor pats the grizzled fellow 
on the shouider like a onild, but the 
tears still stand in Mehmed’s eyes. 
Where is he to go, he asks. How 
is he to live? He holds out his stump 
of an arm. , He can never hold a 
spade or guide a plough again. 

You must go to your friends; they 
will look after you, says the doctor, 
encouragingly. He has no friends 
and no family now, he answers. His 
little farm was by Kirk-Kilisse. He 
left it with his wife, his mother and 
three children. Where are they now. 
They must have filled the bullock cart 
with what they could and fled, leaving 
the remainder to the Bulgarians, like 
all the others: What has become of 
them since then he will never know.
